MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE 
Subject! Liaison -with the State Department 


1. In an effort to provide free and unrestricted liaison 
■with the IAB agencies . CIO has decentralized l iaison control te 
the Branch level (see 


2. The points of contact within the Departments are, of 
oourse, controlled by those departments. In the War and Navy 
Departments, this procedure has worked reasonably well for two 
reasons: 


a. All Intelligence operations of eaoh of these 
Departments are oentrally controlled from "Collection", 
through "Production" to "Dissemination". 

b. Where direct CIS liaison with sections of the 
War or Navy Department, other than their Intelligence 
offices, is desirable, there is no reluctance to facili- 
tate such liaison on the part of either the Chief of 
Naval Intelligence or the Director of Intelligence, WDGS. 

3. Neither of these conditions holds in the State Department. 

The Offioe of the Special Assistant for Researoh and Intelligence 
functions chiefly in the field of researoh and in the production of 
special studies. Some files, however, and all polioy papers, 
together with many functional and geographio experts, are under 
a different jurisdiction. Furthermore, the intelligence oollecbion 
facilities of State (the Foreign Service) are in a third echelon 
of oontrol. This organisation is the result of the very nature 
of the mission of the Department. 

State Department has restricted CIG- liaison contacts on 
intelligence matters to the Office of Researoh and Intelligence 
(SAE) and SAE strenuously objects to contacts made outside of this 
channel. In the development of National Intelligence, it is essentisl 
that personal oontaot be permitted between CIG personnel and highly 
qualified area and functional specialists in offioes other than SAI. 
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4. There is a continuing and urgent requirement for direct Mai 
unrestricted liaison by Cl G researchers (OEE) and collection (< JD) 
personnel with the corresponding political, geographic and functions.:, 
desks of State Department. 

5. It is admitted that some control is required by the State iJitturs- 
ment, but it is felt that our requirements can only be met by tome 
decentralization within the State Department. 

6. ICAPS recommends that the Direotor, by personal contact, f i 'in is 
the problem with ;,i r. Eddy and endeavor to persuade him to oorreot the 
situation. 

7. The best solution appears to be, in view of certain recent oranges 
of the Department of State's organization, the authorization ffcr direct 
liaisdn through each of the following offioest 

a. The Special Assistant to the Seoretary of State 

for Research and Intelligence 

b. The Under Seoretary of State (for those matters 

concerning atomic energy) 

a. The Assistant Seoretary for Political Affairs 

d. The Assistant Seoretary for Economio Affairs 

e. The Assistant Seoretary for Publio Affairs 

f. The Assistant Seoretary for Transport and CcusnunicatienE 

£. The Assistant Seoretary for Occupied Areas 

h. The Executive Secretariat 

8. It is further recommended that the Central Intelligence Grout! be 
represented on the Interdepartmental Advisory Board of the Division cf 
Foreign Reporting Services in that it is understood that this Eoard 
constitutes a means of eliciting the views of federal agencies, outsi; e 

of the State Department and informing them of the policies of tne Ewrarb- 
ment on field (intelligence) reporting. 

9. There is attached hereto a letter to Mr. Eddy f©r your signature 
■which may be left with him following your conversation if you find that 
he is in agreement with your suggestions.
